The peak wage was $3.06 in 1920 
and $2 a day was paid in 1915, just prior

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 22.—Negotia- 
tions between anthracite operators and 
miners were abruptly broken off today, 
| following five days of conference in an 
effort to end the strike. Imnsistence by 
operators on some form of arbitration 
in the future during which miners 
would remain at work proved the issue 
on which the conference finally dis- 
agreed. 

Ostensibly the bone of contention was 
a difference of opinion as to the life 
of the contract to be signed. Operators 
offered to pay the old wage rates until 
next March 31, with arbitration after 
that date. Miners demanded the old 
| rate until March 31 of 1924. 

In statements issued by both sides, 
however, and in discussion by Samuel D.

Others served strong beer 
with perfect freedom, apparently entire- 
ly oblivious of the sensation which they 
have created. The statement that old- 
fashioned heavy ‘beer is being sold open- 
ly nere is not hearsay. It is the per- 
sonal experience of THE NEW YORK 
Times correspondent. 

Letters of inquiry from prospective 
immigrants to Johnstown were received 
today by Mayor Cauffiel, in addition 
to messages of congratulations both 
from Wets and Drys. Drys congratu- 
lated him on a coup which exposed the 
failure of law enforcement by the Fed- 
eral .authorities in Johnstown; Wets 
congratulated him on championing beer, 
regardless of what his motive’ might 
have been in doing so. When Mayor 
Cauffiel was shown an attack on him- 
self by State Prohibition Director J. 
T. Davis, in charge of the 
forces in Pennsylvania, he said: 

‘* Davis came ‘here: on Saturday and 
fired his own man for failing to enforce 
the law here.

Plot to Kill Him Was Known. 


An Associated Press dispatch from 
London printed yesterday morning said 
that Americans returning from Dublin 
had declared that the attempt to kill 
Michael Collins, head of the Irish Pro- 
vincial Government, had been forecast 
and devised in treland to remove this 
outetanding figure of the Irish Free 
State and as a measure of reprisal for 
the shooting of Harry J. Boland Dy the 
Free State soldiers. 

Last week the automobile which he 
Was supposed to be occupying was fired 
into, but he had transferred to another. 
Six weeks ago an attempt was made to 
wreck a train in which he was thought 
to be riding. 

In Dublin on April 17, while Mr. Col- 
lins was on his way home after having 
addressed a meeting at Naas, County 
Kildare, he was attacked by a group of 
mén, some with rifles, who rushed his 
Car and opened fire. 

The Collins party returned the fire and 
one of the assailants was captured. 
Collins was not injured. 


Collins Leader in Irish Fight. 


Michael Collins, in addition to being 
Commander in Chief of the National 
Army, was Finance Minister in the Dail 
Eifeann Cabinet and head of the Provi- 
sional Government. He*®was one of 
those who succeeded in obtaining a tem- 
porary injunction in New York on Mon- 
day, restraining Eamon de Valera or his 
agents from withdrawing funds collected 
for the Irish Republican cause in banks 
in New York City. 

Collins, always an ardent Sinn Feiner, 
Was among those leaders who, while 
holding to the fundamentals of tradition 
for the freedom of Ireland, were still 
willing to effect a peace with Great 
Britain. It became necessary, in view 
of the recent operations of the irregular 
forces, for Collins to assume active 
charge of the National Army in the 
field. 

The death of Michael Collins follows 
very closely that of Arthur Griffith, 
who was President of the Dail Eireann. 

Griffith succeeded de Valera in the 
Presidency of the Dail, but, unlike de 
Valera, did not use the term ‘' President 

“of the Irish Republic,’ as that post was 
considered abolished by the treaty. 

In the long fight of the Irish Volun- 
teers against the British forces follow- 
ing the war, Collins became almost a 
legendary character, for he was a com- 
mander-in-chief who.could not be found; 
mo one knew where his quarters were 
or from what place or places he directed 
the guerrilla warfare. This mystery 
completely hid him, and it was not until 
the truce of last Summer that Collins 
came out in the open and joined the 
péace negotiations. 

or many months Collins carried on 
his fight with a large price on his 
head.

His Bravery Under Fire. 


A vivid account of how he survived

Once Planned to Live Here. 


It was only a freak of chance that, 
brought Collins to a commanding posi- 
tion in his own country, instead of be- 
coming an American by adoption--an in- 
conspicyous one, perhaps. Sergeant 
Patrick J. Collins of the Chicago Police 
Department told only recently how, ten 
years ago, he had arranged for his 
brother to emigrate and become a bank 
clerk in the Illinois metropolis. But the 
youth, just then entering his majority, 
felt already that his own country needed 
him and tufned back from the very 
dock from which he was to have em- 
barked. 

Collins, as he was pictured toward the 
end of his career, was a loose-coupled, 
black-haired man of impressive stature, 
with the face of a fighter, in which every 
now and then thefe smoldered the éyes 
of a dreamer. He was a farmeér’s son 
and much of that grasp of world af- 
fairs, that gift of oratory that enabled 
him to sway his fellows and become 
their leader he acquired by painful 
study and self-teaching. 

As a boy he passed a civil service ex- 
amination for copyist and went straight 
to London, working in the savings bank 
department of the Post Office. No one 
dreamed then that in his early manhood 
he was to go back to London, with other 
Irish statesmen, to negotiate that hard- 
fought treaty that wrested from a situa- 
tion often seemingly hopéless’ the pos- 
sibility of thé Irish Free State. 

Collins found his. first clerkship irk- 
some and switched to a small job in a 
stock broker’s office that at least gave 
him wider contacts and some little 
glimpse of how the world's financial 
business was done. His next job in 
London was with the American Bank- 
ing Company, a firm which he quit 
toward the end of 1915, to return to 
Ireland and cast his lot with the Sinn 
Fein, already meditating. that daring 
stroke that crystallized in the Haster 
week insurrection of 1916. 


Prisoner in 1916 Bebellion. 


Seized by the British with hundreds 
of other prisoners, he was turned out 
when the Christmas amnesty proclama- 
tion came, because \until then he had 
been so small a plotter that no one 
regarded him as worth holding. 

There followed,two years in which the 
world heard little or nothing of Collins, 
but during which his soul was becom- 
ing ‘fired with an implacable mission 
of service to his own land, and his 
associates in the tumultuous meetings 
and in the plottings and counter-plot- 
tings of the revolutionists were learning 
more and more to trust him and to rely 
upon him. 

Soon he became Minister of Finance 
in the Sinn Fein Government, a position 
that enabled him to place hemiself at 
the vefy top rank of the Sinn Fein 
movement. Even then, when he went to 
London, the eyes of the British, of his 
own people and of the word were on 


de Valera and not on his aid in those 
prolonged Downing Street conferences. 
3ut among those who watched from the 
inside the progress of_ those tortuous 
negotiations it has been said that it 
was Collins who played the most con- 
spicuous réle. 

Collins came back across the Channel 
to take up the cudgels for the treaty, 
to fight for it and to plead for it, and 
in the end he and his fellows won. 
Even then there was no rest. There 
came the battles with Ulster, which 
filled the news in the early days of 
the Free State, and then the bloody 
outbreaks of the irreconsilables, deter- 
mined to carry the day for coinplete 
independence at any cost. 

Writing only nine days ago to THER 
New Yor« Times, Joseph I. C. Clarke, 
comparing Collins with some of his des 
tractors, had this to say of the lree 
State patriot: ' 

‘‘ For Michael Collins I will only say 
he is bravest of the brave and trueet o 
the true today as in the past; that the 
fight for a free Ireland which, with 
Arthur Griffith, he carried through in 
London against the massed talent of the 
English Government's ablest negotiators 
stands out as one of the most startling 
victories in the field of diplomacy, oli 
or new. 

“To brin Lloyd George, Winston 
Churchill, Hamar Greenwood and thw 
rest from the murderous attitude of the 
year before to a full, free trust in the 
Irish people to handle their own _ Gov- 
ernment is colossal work. Collins did { 
as Arthur Griffith dia it. That shoul 
be enough. As for the ability Michael 
Collins has shown, the firmness, the 
dash, the unceasing push, the moderation 
even in his place of power, is delighting 
and inspiring. Words would not add to 
the brilliance of his deeds—a_ states- 
man's, sol@ier’s, freeman’s deeds speak 
and will speak to the end for them- 
selves.”’ 


Agitation Over Boland’s Death, 


Agitation had been going on for a con- 
siderable time against Collins, and the 
walls of Trinity College and other pub- 
lic buildings bore the _ inscription, 
‘‘ Harry Boland Murdered.’’ Posters on 
telegraph poles insisted that Boland was 
shot by Free Staters when he was un- 
armed, 

As a measure of precaution extra 
guards were thrown around the national 
chief because the determination of the 
radical elements to rid the country of 
the strong man in the Free State move- 
ment was an accepted fact. 

Of a retiring disposition and known 
as a man who ‘“ dodged the crowds,”’ 
Collins nevertheless was a most assidu- 
ous worker, both in the Government and 
in the field. He also was an orator of 
great ability, whose speeches generally 
moved his hearers. 

With Arthur Griffith, Collins was 
considered one of the mainstays of the 
Provisional, Government since its incep- 
tion. In the Dail Eireann after the con- 
clusion of the peace treaty with Great 
Britain his ringing addresses upholding 
the stand of the men who had gone to 
London and arranged the treaty embit- 
tered the Republicans against him, 
More than once he announced he was 
proud that his signature had been af- 
fixed to the treaty, which he believed 
would bring happiness and prosperity 
back to the Irish people. Indeed, he 
onee asserted the bellef that an Irish 
settlement eight form the basis for a 
real League of Nations. 

When finally, after bitter debate, in 
which he was heckled by Hamon de 
Valera and other leaders of republicans 
and the Dai) Eireann ratified the treaty, 
Collins was cheered as he emerged from 
the session. 

During the confererfces in London on 
the treaty and bot py other subjects 
connected with Ireland, David Lioyd 
George, the Prime Minister; Winston 
Spencer Churchill, Secretary for the 
Colonies, and Lord Birkenhead, the Lar 
High Chancellor, were said to have hel 
Collins in the highest esteem. 

With the passing of Arthur Griffith, 
who died Aug. 12, and Collins, the Irish 
Free Staters have lost two men they 
will find it hard to replace. When Mr. 
Griffith was buried, Collins marched in 
funeral for the>Government. Although 
threats had been made against his we 
and his friends inveighed against his 
participation, Collins marched in the 
procession to Glasnevin Cemetery. 

Last May it was announced that Miss 
Kitty Kiernan, who belongs to one of 
the leading families in Longford, was 
engaged to marry Collins. 


Martin Glynn on Collina’s Death. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 22.—‘‘ The as- 
sassination of Michael Collins is a ca- 
jiamity to Ireland and the Irish,” de- 
elared former Governor Martin H. Glynn 
tonight.

Sniping in the Slige Courthouse. 

DUBLIN, Aug. 22.—Irregulars sniped 
national troops in the Sligo Courthouse 
today and there was a brisk exchange 
of fire, but no casualties. Great ac- 
tivities on the part of the Nationalists 
followed, and two of the prominent rebel 
leaders, the Harmadon brothers were 
arrested.

-Major Kelly said that neither the 
courts nor the banks would give up the 
fund to the Irish Free State, asserting 
that rather than have the money go to 
the present Government he favored its 
return to the contributors. 

Major KellV said that the $2,300,000 
fund in dispute is the balance of the 
$5,000,000 Irish Republic Fund collected 
from sympathizers in this country, and 
that the only authority that ¢an draw 
on the funds is the Dail Eireann. The 
Irish Parliament, he said, has drawn on 
the fund for the expenses of its admin- 
istration. 

The action by representatives of the 
Irish Free State has bsought to light the 
curious fact that at the present time 
there is nobody in the United States to 
make an official pronouncement for the 
Republicans.

Michigan Central Increases [ts

I. C. C. BEGINS AN INQUIRY 


Labor Officiai Denies Strikers Were 
to Blame—Says, Defective 
Equipment Caused It. 


An increase to’ a $5,000 reward from 
the original $1,000 offered by the Michi- 
gan Central Railroad for the arrest and 
conviction of the pérsons who caused the 
fatal wreck of an express train at 
Gary, Ind., before daylight Sunday 
morning, was announced yesterday at 
the New York Central Lines executive 
offives at the Grand Central Terminal, 
following a conference between FE. D. 
Bronner, Vicé President in charge of 


the Michigan Central at Detroit and 
A. H. Smith, President of the New York 
Central Lines. 

Mr. Bronner brought to New York re- 
portS regarding the investigation of 
the wreck, which are said to indicat 
that a plot of the first magnitude lies be- 
hin. the removal of the spikes and fish- 
plates from thirty-seven ties on the main 
lines. This tampering with the rails, 
except for a change of regular schedule 


due to the lateness of the train wrecked, | 
would have thrown a passenger train | 
into a ditch and probably cost a large} 


number of lives, railroad officials ex- 
plained. \ 

The fatalities in the wreck were con- 
tined to the engineer and fireman. 

Mr. Bronner laid before Mr. Smith 
the testimony of more than forty wit- 
nesscs,. taken before the Coroner’s jury 
of Lake County, which reported that 
the wreck was due to tampering with the 
track by plotters. He also presented 
the result of the 


the wreck was not caused by defective 
equipment. 

The witnesses included the six surviv- 
ing members of the crew of the wrecked 
train, all of whom testified that the 
train was running smoothly on straight 
track when it reached the point where 
the spikes were removed from thirty- 
seven cross ties. The spikes were re- 
moved by a tool such as that used in 
railroad work, stolen from a near-by 
shop. The wreckers carefully avoided 
the removal or disturbance of the steel 
rails in such a way as to have thrown 
the electric signals against the train and 
caused it to stop, it was explained. 

Railroad officials stated that they may 
have important revelations to make 
within the next few days regarding the 
cote of the perpetrators of the dis- 
aster.

for return loading of flour and grain 
from the West to points on their own 
rails. There are no grounds for appre- 
hension as to a full supply of cars for 
the grain movement this year. 

~ fhe normal daily loading of coal in 
August, 1921, was 23,688 coal cars, At 
the present time there are being loaded 
18,637 coal cars daily. Were the normal 
production of last year to be restored 
overnight 10,051 additional cars would 
have to be furnished daily, and as these 
woul be in service fifteén days in the 
round trip to destination and return to 
the mines, it would involve the use 
within two weeks and thereafter con- 
stantly of 150,000 additional coal cars.

The House is 
expected to pass the Winslow bill after 
a two-hour debate. 

The Winslow bill, which was reported 
fxvorably to the House today, has a 
number of important amendments. In 
the first place, the commission of nine is 
to bk ippointed by the President by 
and with the consent of the Senate. 
Another amendment exempts from crim- 
inal prosecution any persons connected 
with the coal industry required to testify 
before the commission. 

Senator Berah's bill embodies a num- 
ber of amendments that have met with 
the approvai of the Administration. In 
contrast with the Winslow bill that pro- 
vides for nine conrmissioners at a sal- 
ary of $10,000 each, the Borah bill calls 
for five commissioners serving at $7,500 
each. Senator Borah's measure calls 
upon the fact-finding. commission to 
submit the following recommendations: 
Standardizing mines upon the basis of 
their production; standardizing the min- 
ers’ cost of living; standardizing a basis 
of arriving at tue cost of producing and 
delivering coal; the advisability of na- 
tionalizing the coal industry or Goy- 
ernment regulation. It stipulates that 
none called to testify shall refuse to 
submit evidence incriminating them, but 
the same section declares that none 
shall be prosecuted because of their 
testimony. Penalties of a year’s im- 
prisonment or $5,000 fine, or both, are 
fixed for refusal to testify or for per- 
jury. 


Text of Senator Borah’s Bill.

OF HEATLESS DAYS 


The State Coal Board Wants a: 


Fedegal Agency to Contral 
Distribation. 


Transit Commissioner Le Roy T. Hark- 
ness sent telegrams yesterday to United) 
StateS Senators James W. Wadsworth | 
Jr. and William M. Calder and each} 
of the New York State Representatives | 
in urging them to support | 
President Harding's recommendations 
for the establishment of a governmental | 
to control the distribution and | 
of coal. Mr. Harkness declared | 
that unless prompt measures were taken | 
New York State faced the probability 
of an anthracite coaloshortage worse 
than that of the Winter of 1917-18, when 
wartime conditions necessitated a series 
of heatless and Nghtless days. In his 
message Mr. Harkness, acting for the 
Governor’s Coal Commission because of 
the illness of its Chairman, Eugenius H. 
Outerbridge, said: | 

‘The situation in New York State this | 
Fall and Winter will be very acute at, 
the best. Nearly five months of anthra- | 
cite coal production has already been | 
lost, and the greatest difficulty is being | 
experienced in getting Vthrough  ship- 
ments out of the ver ap duced supply | 
of bituminous coal. The Governor has} 
called the Legislature in special session 
for next Monday, and legislation will un- |} 
doubtedly be enacted clothing the New 
York State Fuel Administration with all | 
the powers the State can give it. The 
benefit of such action will largely be | 
lost unless fhe Federal Government on} 
its part promptly constitutes a strong | 
central agency, to secure the coal and} 
get it to the several States. 

‘Unless effective and vigorous meas- 
ures are taken to develop to the utmost | 
the supply and distribution of coal, es- 
pecially anthracite coal, New York faces 
a coal shortage even worse than that of 
the Winter.of 1917-1918. New York is 
absolutely dependent upon anthracite 
coal to keep warm. The prospect of | 
Winter being so near and the State al-| 
most denuded of anthracite is alarming. 

‘In this emergency the Coal Commis- 
sion believes it should call this matter 
to the attention of the New York dele- 
gation in Congress and urge upon it vig- 
orous and united effort to seeure imme- 
diate’ action,”’ 

Mr. Harkness denled published reports 
that Mr. Outerbridge had resigned as 
Chairman of the Governor's Coal Com- } 
mission because of his illness, and said | 
he would remain in that position until 
the present commission was superseded | 
by another commission which is ex-| 
pected to be created by the Legislature | 
and which will have greater powers thna | 
it is probable 
that this will be a single-headed com- 
mission and. all coal requisitioned 
through the Federal authorities will be 
allocated by this Commissioner.

SAYS WALL STREET RULES 


State Federation Delegates Cheer 
for “Al” Smith When Gompers 
Tells of His Work. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Aug. 22 (As- 
sociated Press).—Samuel Gompers told 
the opening session of the convention 
ef the New York Federation of Labor 
today that President Harding’s recom- 
mendation to Congress last week to 
enact legislation to provide means for 
enforcing the decisions of the United 
States Labor Board meant to make 
them enforcible so as to compel men to 
labor against their wif, and, if they 
would not work against their will, to 
provide for fining or imprisoning them, 
or both. 

“ But that doesn’t run railroads and 
it doesn’t produce coal,’ he added. 
** Men and women have dared face jail 
and even the hangman's gibbet in de- 
fense ‘of labor’s rights, and that spirit 
is not yet dead, even in America.”’ 

The President of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, indorsing the pleas 
of State labor leaders to have organized 
workers nominate their own candidates 
in the elections this Fall to oppose those 
they consider unfriendly to labor, de- 
clared that Wall Street was making de- 
celsions for the State Government at Al- 
bany, and that these same financial in- 
terests served as a guide for Washing- 
ton. 


Says Rail Executives Act as Masters. 


““The railway executives assume the 
position of being masters of all /they 
survey, so far as their attitude toward 
the striking shonmen is concerned,’’ Mr. 
Gompers said, ‘‘ but back of them are 
strings leading from Wall Street. This 
effort to beat the shopmen is an effort 
to destroy trade unionism once for all. 

“I have an abiding faith that the 
shopmen will come out triumphant. But 

| if, by any means, they should fail, it 
| would mean that the stationary crafts 
would go down first and the railroad 
operatives next.’’ 

Special significance was attached to 
|Mr. Gompers’s remarks because the 
| executives of 258 railroads will meet 
iin New York tomorrow to consider 
proposals by a committee from the five 
railroad brotherhoods, acting as media- 
tors, for a settlement of the shopmen’s 
strike, and since it was only yesterday 
that he and other American Federation 
officials asked organized labor through- 
out the country to immediately give its 
moral and financial support to the 
striking shopmen. 

‘““Men high in finance, buisness and 
commerce have set up in this country a 
government of thelr own, with power 
greater than the political power,’’ Mr. 

Gompers asserted. ‘Just look at the 
acts of Congress, then study the roster, 
and you will see that most of the mem- 
bers represent high finance, big indus- 
tries and commerce. Nor 1s it from 
Albany that decisions are sent out. 
a is , from Wail Street and Albany 
obeys.” 


Holland Assails Miller. 


Mr. Gompers joined James P. Hol- 
land, President of the State Federa- 
tion, in warning the laboring people to 
guard against legislation which, they 
said, was intended to bring back com- 


pulsory labor. Mr. Holland pilloried 
Governor Miller as representing: steel 
and traction interests. Both he and 
Mr. Gompers quoted the Governor as 
having said a year ago that the time 
then was ‘inopportune’ to try to set 
up in New York State an industrial 
court modeled after the one in Kansas. 

*** Inopportune,’ ’’ said Mr. Gompers, 
‘meant if they could catch us un- 
awares some time they would ‘put it 
over. 

““Oh,”’ he continued, ‘‘ how the Leg- 
islature of New York State has changed ! 
It represents the worst features of our 
modern life.’’

MOSCOW, Aug. 22.—The Soviet Gov- 
ernment has prepared an album of 
photographs of the jewels of the Rus- 
sian royal family, of which coples’ jn 
English, French and German are shortly 
to be sent abroad. The estimated value 
of the crown. jewels, which have re- 
mained intact despite all stories to the 
contrary, is $400,000,000 purely as jewels. 
Numerous pieces are absolutely unique 
jin the whole world. Many others have 


a history that goes back a thousand 
years. 

The Soviet Government had deter- 
mined to keep the jewels as national 
property, as they kept art treasures, 
but to the Communist leaders they are 
‘‘ vain adornments,” and as the Com- 
munist leaders have a vein of common 
sense they don’t see why ‘‘ adornments ” 
shouldn’t be utilized. 

I understand it is their intention to 
offer the jewels as collateral for a loan, 
perhaps even to sell some outright, but 
this will be decided later.

J. David Cordle, General Secretary 
of the Brotherhood of Railroad and 
Steamship Clerks, Freight Handlers, 
Express and Station Employes for the 
Baltimore & Ohio system, who made the 
anncuncement, also stated that during 
the negotiations which were carried on 
with the company by the executive of- 
ficers of the brotherhood several addi- 
tional changes were made in the rules 
of agreement covering working condi- 
tions. ; 

The company’s practice of granting 
the Saturday half hollday, vacations 
and sick leave With pay will be con- 
tinued, Mr. Cordle said, adding that the 
conferences with the company were of 
the friendliest character, and that the 
management complimented the brother- 
hood men “ for their fairness.”’ 


CINCINNATI, Aug. 23 (Associated 
Press).—Clerks and freight handlers on 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad today 
reached an agreement over the matter 
cf wages and working conditions at a 
conference in Baltimore, it was an- 
nounced at the headquarters of the Bro- 
therhood of Railway and Steamship 
Clerl.s, Freight Handlers, Station and 
Express Employes.

With this recovery in the 
steel industry it is said many miners 
migrated to the steel mills and worked 
us day laborers, The ability to obtain 
ready employment is believed to have 
helped\the United Mine Workers to hold 
out as long as they did. The opinion 
was expressed yesterday that the in- 
crease in wages by the Steel Corpora- 
tion was a strategic move to retain 
these workers in the steel mills. . 


Expect Higher Steel Prices. 


In financial circles, where an optimis- 
tic view of the future is taken, the wage 
increase is looked upon as indicating 
that the Steel Corporation officials be- 
lieve that the country is on the eve of 
a long period’ of prosperity, and that 
higher steel prices will prevail. The in- 
crease also was believed to be in con- 
nection with the corporation’s policy of 
regulating wages in proportion to the 
cost of living. 

Qn Feb. 1, 1920, when the average 
prices 6f commodities was almost at the 
peak, the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion was paying its day laborers $5.06 
for a ten-hour day. In the Fall of that 
year prices started to decline, but it 
was not until May 16, 1921, that the 
Steel Corporation announced a reduc- 
tion in wages. As commodity prices con- 
tinued to decline, further downward ad- 
justments were made. The increase to 
$3.60 a day, effective Sept, 1, will bring 
the daily wage stale to 80 per cent. 
above the 1915 scale.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, Aug. 22 (Associ- 
ated Press).—Charging that the Repub- 
lican Administration at Washington had 
repudiated its campaign pledges of 1920, 
and that a great part of the legislation. 
by the present Cohgress had been for 


the benefit of big business rather than | 


the ordinary citizen, Senator Atlee 
Pomerene, delivering the keynote ad- 
dress at the Democratic State conven- 
tion here today, predicted a Democratic 
victory in November, 

‘‘ After March 4 next, there will still) 
be one Democratic Senator in Washing- 
ton from Ohio and more than half of 
the House delegation from Ohio will be 
Democratic,’’ he said: 

Bitter criticism of the Republican 
Tariff bill, which he termed ‘‘ the great- 
est piece of ‘ pork barrel’ legislation in 
the history of Congress,’’ formed the 
major part of the address, which also 
touched upon what Senator Pomerene 
called the complete failure of the Ad- 
ministration to enact constructive legis- 
lation. Republican revenue legislation 
placed the burden of taxation upon per- 
sons and businesses of smaller income 
and relieved wealthy persons and cor- 
porations earning excessive profits, he 
declared. 

Only passing mention of the Newberry 
case and other. Senatorial matters was 
made by Senator Pomerene, who as- 
serted that he had ‘no apology to 
make fer what I have said or done at 
Washington,”’ and that during the cam- 
paign he would ‘“‘ give the voters of Ohio 
the opportunity to distinguish between 
false charges on the one hand and facts 
on the other.”

| Management of both State and national 
affairs by Republicans. 

Mention of the names of Woodrow 
| Wilson and Jamés M. Cox brought en- 
thusiastic demonstrations, that for Mr. 
Wilson being particularly protracted. 

Beyond reaffirmation of the national 
platform of 1920, the State platform to- 
day did not mention the League of Na- 
; tions, nor was prohibition enforcement 
| directly discussed. The Newberry fight 
in the Senate also was ignored, except 
for brief mention. One plank providded 
ifor ‘proper recognition’ of the ser- 
| vices of veterans of the World War 
| by the National Government. 


Fess Speaks for Republicans. 


At the Republican State convention, 
which also met here today, the leading 
address was made by Representative 
Simeon D. Fess, the party candidate 
for Senator. He declared that the day 
of pork barrel legislation had gone for- 
ever. 

With the aid of a Republican Con- 
gress, said Mr. Fess, President Harding 
inaugurated a national budget system, 
he which had been vetoed by his prede- 
| cessor, ’ ” and ‘for the first time in our 
j history the greatest business of all his- 
| tory now is conducted as any well regu- 
lated private enterprise is conducted.’ 

Mr. Fess asserted that the United 
States was the only country in the 
world ‘‘ which had reduced its public 
debt since the war.” 

Discussing the work of Congress, he 
declared that, when measured “ both by 
{the importance and amount of work 
done since the Inauguration of Presi- 
dent Harding, these less than eighteen 
months of labor exceed any like period 
in our history.”’

Prisoners Accused of $2,400,- 
000 Hold-Up Reveal Crime 
Careers on the Stand. 


DEFENDANTS MET IN AUBURN 


Geraid Chapman Says Postal In- 
spectors Abused His Wife While 
He Was Being Grilled. 


The prison records of Gerald Chap- 
man and George Andersen, on trial be- 
fore Federal Judge Holmes on an in- 
dictment charging them with having 
robbed a mail truck of $2,400,000 on the 
night of Oct. 24 last, were told from 
the witness chair yesterday by the men 
themselves. Charles Loerber, who also 
was accused of the crime and who testi- 
fied for the prosecution, was an inter- | 
ested listener to the recitals. Loerber 
also has a prison record. 

Chapman denied Loerber’s statement 
that the three had made a study of 
the old Post Office building, at Park 
Row and Broadway, in order to famfl- 
farize themselves with the movements 
ef mail trucks. Then, replying to ques- | 
tions, he said that he was in ‘West Vir- | 
sinia in June, 1921, that he had lived 
for three months in an apartment on 
Riverside Drive near Ninety-ecighth 
Street, and in September and October 
of last year had lived for two months 
at Rye Beach. 

He explained the presence of the .45- 
ealibre revolver among his effects by 
gaying that West Virginia is adawless 
Btate and that he, like everybody else | 
there, carried arms to defend himself. | 
But he declared ‘‘that he had never 
carried a weapon in this city. 

He denied any connection with the rob- | 
ery of the mail wagon. In reply to 
cross-examination by. Prosecutor David 
V. Cahill, Chapman admitted having 
been convicted of grand larceny in 1907 
and of serving fourteen months. After 
his release in 1908 he worked as a sec- 
retary for a man named Hertz, and 
the following year he pleaded guilty to 
a charge of the theft of $115 and was 
sentenced to prison for three and a half 
years. In 1911 he got a job as a street | 
ear conductor, but lost it when it be- 
¢ame known that he was an ex-con- | 
vict. In the same year he Was again 
@rrested for grand larceny, and was | 
sentenced to ten years in prison. Being 
free again in 1919, he engaged in the | 
whisky business in Detroit and Toledo. 

He first met Loerber and Anderson in | 
Auburn Prison, he said. The first of 
the trio out of jail was Anderson, who | 
Promptly got inte trouble again through 
a transaction in Buffalo or Rochester. | 
But they met again in 1919 and formed | 
& partnership in the whisky business. 

Prosecutor Cahill asked Chapman if he 
had not tried to jump out of a window 
ef the General Post Office 
Thirty-third Street, and then Chapman, 
im a broken voice, stated that while he 
Was being examined by Post Office fa- 
@pectors over the robbery of the mail! 
truck his wife and a woman friend had 
been abused by the officials. He broke 
into tears and the court ordered a recess 
of ten minutes. When ‘the trial was re- 
sumed, Chapman said: | 

‘The police officers had taken, s2my4 
wife and a woman visitor to the Post! 
Office building and kept them there all 
night grilling them. An inspector told 
me of their presence in the building, and 
ft drove me nearly out of my mind.’ 

After brooding over the situation for 
@e¢ven or eight hours, ¢ thapman, accord. | 
ing to his story, climbed out of the win- | 
dow of the room he was in, and walked 
along the ledge until he got to another 
room and there hid on top of a cabinet. 
He was found by a postal inspector. 

Anderson, -the other defendant, is 42 
years old and speaks with a strong Ger- | 
Man accent. Under cross-examination : 
he said he had been convicted of play-} 
ing a confidence game, robbing a jewelry 
store and once had hud trouble over at- 
tempts to dispose of stolen post office 
Money orders. Asked about some dies 
that had been found in his room, he 
aeaid that Loerber had given them to him. 

The witness described himself as a 
bachelor of arts, a translator of literary 
masterpieces and familiar with E nglish, 
German, French, Spanish and other lan- 
Guages.

Some _of the ones that I 
have already obtained are from persons 
who were present when Douglas was 
forcibly taken from the apartment of a 
friend and brought to a sanitarium, 
where he was confinéd against his will 
These will go a long way toward proving 
that Dougias was not himself and that 
he could not have been in his right 
senses when he wrote the letters which 
brought about his expulsion from or- 
ganized baseball. 

“Other affidavits that I have ob- 
tained have to do with the telephone 
message that Douglas sent to Boston 
asking that the letter be destroyed.

CHICAGO, Aug. 22.—After losing 
three successive games in Cincinnati, 
the Robins opened their series here this 
afternoon, winning a close decision over 
the Cubs.

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GENARO GETS AWARD 
OVER PANCHO VILLA 


West Side Italian Scores Easy 
Victory Over Filipino Fly- 
weight at Ebbets Field. 


Pancho Villa, the Filipino flyweight, 


met his master last night at Ebbets 


| Field, ‘ Brooklyn, in the person of 
Frankie Genaro, a west side Italian, 
who formerly held the fnternational 
amateur flyweight title. Before a crowd 
of about 12,000 highly enthusiastic fans 
| the Italian boxer gave his rival a box- 
j ing lesson over the greater part of a 
‘ten-round bout that was crowded with 
| thrills and exciting moments. * 

| When the final bell ended the scrap 
| the judges, Charles Meegan and Patsy 
‘Haley, and Referee Artie’ McGovern 
concurred in the decision and awarded 


| the verdict to Genaro. The award met 


‘with an instantaneous demonstration of 
| approval from the great crowd—an out- 
‘burst in which the cheers and cries of 
|acclaim drowned ott what few dissent- 
| ing voices there were. 

It was the second battle between the 
pair. In his latest triumph Genaro re- 
peated a victory he scored over Villa 


about six weeks ago, soon after the 
Philippine boxer arrived here. Through 
this triumph Genaro . qualifies beyond 
peradventure for a bout against Jonnny 
Buff, the champion, who witnessed his 
Tivals in action. 


Genaro Boxes Siklifully. 


Genaro’s superb Boxing ability, his 
cleverness, skill, agility, speed and 
cool, accurate punching won the 
battle for him. Villa, a pugnacious in- 
dividual if ever there was one, pitted 
hie fiery aggressiveness against-the all- 
round boxing ability of his rival—and 
lost. Genaro boxed like a veteran of 
years’ experience. He went into the ring 
with a set plan of battle and foilowed 
this plan methodicaliy. Never in the 
face of furious rushes by Villa did Ge- 
naro lose his head or deviate from his 
prearranged course of battle. 

Genaro won six of the ten rounds be- 
yond question. He appeared to ad- 
| vantage in the first and second, the 
; fourth and fifth and the ninth and 
itenth. Villa, unaccustomed to tackling 
the calibre of boxer represented by 
Genaro, and at a disadvantage as a 
consequence, carried off three rounds— 
the sixth, seventh and eighth. The 
other session, the third, was about even. 

Genaro’s studied adherence to his plan 
of battle completely frustrated Villa’s 
efforts and had the Phitippine boxer 
missing like the veriest novicé,in the 
majority of rounds. Villa became en- 
raged as he missed repeatedly with 
punches in the early rounds, and his 
rege grew with each succeeding rounJd 
as Genaro peppered him with stinging 
tft Jabs and hooks to the face and an 
cececasional right cross. At close 
tere Villa scught to rough his rival and 
werk both hands to the_ body, 
Genaro calmly tied his rival into knots 
and discounted Villa's efforts. 

Villa, evidently aware of the fact that 

he was running second, closed with & 
rally in the last two rounds, but he was 
seeing red, so angry was he at the signal 
success of Genaré in countering while 
| he missed. 
{| ,The Fliiptno boxer’s offensive suffered 
as a result and he missed awkwardly in 
ithe iace of Genaro’s jabbing and crvuss- 
| fire, and the majority of his blows 
whistled harmlessly around Genaro’s 
back or went wide of their mark, as 
| Genaro ducked or sidestepped, landing a 
counter the meanwhile. 

Geénaro scored a clean knockdown in 
the first round, when he upset Villa 
in the latter’s corner with a stiff left 
| jab as the latter came tearing blindly 
jin. In the ninth Genaro staggered Villa 
and twice in the tenth the Itallan-stag- 
gered the Philippine boxer with hard 
| rights to the jaw. 

Villa did his best work in the sixth, 
seventh and eighth rounds. He gave 
Genaro a stormy séssion over this 
stretch of the battle, outfighting the 
; Italian at every turn and battoring 
;Genaro mercilessly about the ring. 
;} Genaro was at a loss for a time and 
; could not offset the rushes of his rival. 

But he recovered in the ninth round and 
oytboxed the Philippine flyweight. Ge- 
naro, at 110% pounds, was one pound 
heavier than Villa. 


Herman Boxes Under Difficulties. 


Eddie Brady, Brooklyn featherweight, 
}was awarded the decision over Babe 
| Herman of California in the ten-round 
semi-final. The verdict was greeted 
with a demonstration of approval from 


the large crowd, although the contest 
itself was slow at times. Herman 
fought under the handicap of an in- 
fected elbow. He®%entered the ring with 
a plaster about his left arm covering 
a painful boil. The bandage soon was 
knocked loose by Brady and through 
the major part of the bout Herman 
worked with difficulty. 

The injury, however, interfered notice- 
ably with Herman’s work. He did not 
box up to his true form. The Call- 
fornian missed Iike a novice with the 
majority of his blows and relied prin- 
cipally on a right for the jaw. Her- 
man missed with his right more often 
than he landed, and invariably was met 
with a retaliatory right from Brady. It 
was Brady's ability to counter when his 
rival missed that won the bout for the 
Brooktynite. Both boxers weighed 126, 
pounds. 

A stiff right to the jaw, landed as he 
came tearing in in the third round, sent 
Herman down cleanly, but he was_up 
in a jiffy and on the attack withour 
hesitation. This was tho most serious 
incident of the battle. 

Tommy Madden and Russell~ Pearl- 
stein, Brooklyn lightweights, opened the 
show in a four-round battle. At the 
final bell the verdict went to Madden. 

Elino Flores, compatriot of: Villa, 
added another victim to his list of van- 
quished rivals when he knocked out 
Eddie Clifford, Greenpoint lightweight, 
in the third round of-a scheduled six- 
round bout. Flores knocked Clifford 
down twice in the third round, and in 
the fourth session the Philippine light- 
weight completed the job after the round 
had progressed forty seconds. 

The first of the ten-round bouts 
brought together Jack Hausner, Brook- 
lyn featherweight, and Packéy O’Gatty 
of the east side. It was declared a 
draw when the final bell 
tilities. 

The verdict did not meet with the ap- 
proval of the gathering. 
roar was sent up which reverberated 
throughout the neighborhood. Hausner 
appeared to advantage until the ninth 
round, when O’Gatty sent him down. 
Hausner was w without a count. 
Through the remainder of the ninth and 
the tenth they fought hard.

|been created. The training camp has 
| already become the vacation ground 
| for increasing numbers of young men. 
| Lieut. Col. ARTHUR F. Cosby, National 
| Executive Secretary of the Citizens’ 
Camp Association, took a referendum 
of parents after the New York camp 
closed last Summer, to learn their atti- 
tude toward military training. In al- 
most every instance the response was 
that their sons had returned home in 
excellent health, with a greater sense 
of discipline and responsibility, and 
morally better for the instruction 
given by officers in the open air as- 
semblies. Speaking of the life at the 
camps, Colonel Cossy says: 


It isn’t all drilling as in war times. 
There is ample recreation. , Dances are 
regularly given at hostess ‘houses, and 
all possible care is taken to see that 
everybody is happy. The day is di-.

| $MUTS AND SOUTH AFRICA. 

A Cape Town dispatch recounts the 
efforts under way to unite the Na- 
tionalist and Labor parties in the hope 
of defeating Premier SMutTs in the 
next general election. It is a polit- 
ical combination admittedly hard to

announced plan is to favor Labor can- 
didates in the towns while putting 
forward Nationalists in the country 
districts. A similar attempt proved 
vein against General Bora, and the 
South African party which he formed, 
and to the leadership of which Smuts 
came after Botua’s death, confidently 
expects to remain in control of the 
Government. 

Meanwhile, the South African Union 
may be enlarged by the accession of a 
new State. In October Rhodesta is to 
have a referendum on the question of 
joining the Union. General Smuts 
recently paid a visit to Bulawayo and 
in a speech there at a banquet in his 
honor discussed the matter in a large- 
minded and generous way. He hoped 
that the terms of union offered, 
especially the proposal in regard to 
the war debt of Rhodesia, amounting 
to some $10,000,000, would be satis- 
factory to the electorate. But he 

| made it clear that no pressure would 
be applied by the South . African 
Union, which would have no com- 
plaint to make if Rhodesia voted to 
set up a Government of its own in- 
stead of joining the Union. In the 
course of his speech Premier Smuts 
paid a tribute to the far-sighted wis- 
dom of Ceci. RHopgs, who, he said, 
was the first statesman to recognize 
clearly the impossibility of either Brit- 
ish or Dutch domination in South 
Africa. Co-operation between the two 
races was essential and it had now 
been largely attained. The followers of 
Keugcer and the followers of RHoprs 
are now trying together to work 
out the destiny of the white race 
in South Africa. Whatever the re- 
sult of the referendum, the people of 
the South African Union would. al- 
ways, asserted General Smuts, regard 
the Rhodesians as brothers of the 
same blood, whether in the family or 
merely living next door.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 

After the athletic con- 
tests between school and: 
college girls in Paris on 
Sunday certain specta- | 
tors concluded from the} 
severe exhaustion shown by some of the 
participants after their victories, and 
especially after their defeats, that such 
“games” were not proper for women, 
or, at any rate, not for girls—that they 
might be seriously and even perma- 
nently affected by the strains to which 
in the excitement of competition they 
subjected their hearts and other muscles, 

That there fs some truth in this criti- 
cism hardly can be questioned, but it 
can be applied as fairly to young men 
as to young women, and too much could 
easily be made of the fact that in sev- 
eral instances the girls fell into fits of 
hysterical crying. Anybody who has 
been near the finish of college boat 
races has seen young men do the same 
thing, not often, of course, but fre- 
quently enough to show that this ra- 
action to physical exertion carried to the 
very limit of ehdurance is about the 
same in both sexes. By no means all 
the girls taking part in the Olympic 
games cried when they were beaten; 
the majority of them showed only a 
weariness that was little if any more 
than wholesome, and not at all likely 
to have lasting effects, 

That the American team made only 
81 points while the Britons made 50 is 
not surprising, but it probably should 
give rise to.more thought than the fact 
that the competitions were more vigor- 
ous than those in which the majority 
of giris now would think of taking part 
——-more vigorous than any girls, a few 
years ago, would have dreamed of en- 
gaging in. 


Effect of 
Athletics 
on Women.

Commendable of athletic games for 
at Least girls has just been in- 
vestigated with care 
by Contrast, we Watalae KG aiaeen- 
mittee appointed by the College of Pre- 
ceptora. Its report, while admitting the 
possibility of excessive and injurious 
strains, and condemning football, among 
a few other sports, as bad for girls be- 
cause they run against and not with 
feminine nature—whatever that may 
mean—was highly commendatory of 
tennis, basketball, lacrosse, swimming 
and, of course, cricket.

MOTORLESS FLYING. 


What It Is Thought to Learn by the 
Experiments With Gliders. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The early Wright machine, the first one 
to leave the ground under its own power, 
flew successfully with only eighteen 
horsepower. For stark efficiency that 
record has hardly been bettered. The 
improvement has been chiefly in speed. 
And as doubling a. given speed means, 
roughly, increasing the power fourfold, 
it is surprising that the possibilities of 
aircraft transportation on a small scale 
and with small powers have been over- 
looked. ; 

One of the chief drawbacks of air- 


speed, which requires large fields. The 
research work now going on with gliders 
in Germany and France is to obtain low- 
landing speeds. How well this has been 


accomplished is shown by some films|} 


taken by Mr. Fokxer, the Dutch de- 
signer. These films were taken at the 
Rhén trials, and no creative imagina- 
tion went into their making. They show 
a glider landing at a speed equal to that 
of a running boy scout—perhaps ten 
miles per hour. It is in such results 
rather than in the more spectacular 
feats of such competitions that real 
value is to be found. 

As for the longer glides, if a wing 
can be built that will carry a man even 
for a minute or so, it matters not wheth- 
er he succeeds in keeping in the air 
ten times that long or not. We are fully 
aware that we do not dispose of the 
means by which a bird maintains itself 
aloft, and probably never will. The 
builders of gliders do not aim to emulate 
the birds. But they feel that if they 
can build a glider today that will carry 
@ man without a motor, they will be 
able to build one tomorrow that will 
carry two men with ten horsepower, 
or three with forty horsepower, instead 
of anything from one hundred up, as at 
present. 

It is too early to form any judgment 
as' to the French glider trials. Before 
we can do that let us have the technical 
reports and the motion-picture films. 
Then it is likely that only the man who 
knows what to look for will appreciate 
their value. For a glider which per- 
forms ope brilliant feat and wrecks it- 
self aft ten seconds may teach us 
more than thé one which succeeds in 
covering a great distance owing to for- 
tuitous combination of wind currents 
and pilot’s dexterity.

MARK BLUFF PLAYED OUT. 


Real German Loan Rather Than the 
Printing Press as a Remedy. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 
According to a calculation made re- 
cently by the Frankfurter Zeitung, 
“* foreigners’ have invested the equiva- 
lent of $3,500,000,000 in German marks. 
While other European countries came 
into our’ market to raise relatively 
small loans at 8 per cent., and while 
the very largest piece of foreign fi- 
nancing—the Anglo-French loan—re- 
quired only half a. billion dollars, Ger- 
many actually succeeded in raising seven 
times that amount without paying a 
cent of interest. , 
In financing its requirements through 
eurrency instead of by loans, Germany 
accomplished the feat of making the 
world believe that it was solvent, while 
as a matter of fact it has been bank- 
rupt for three solid years. If France 
were to default tomorrow on the interest 


; on its $100,000,000 8 per cent. loan, we 


would immediately speak of bankruptcy. 
But Germany not only never paid in- 
terest but has now practically defaulted 
on the principal to the extent of some 
three billion and a half dollars. 

The economic significance of this piece 
of frenzied finance affects, first of all, 
the mark speculators who have helped 
to pay the German indemnity. They were 
influenced by that strange! crowd 
psychology which invariably makes the 
average investor buy at the top and sell 
at the bottom. 

It furthermore and primarily affected 
Germany in creating one class—business 
men and industrialists—who.were bere- 
fiting by underseliing their competitors 
and by exporting their own individual 
weajth into neutral countries, free from 
allied seizure, while at the sanie time 
creating another class—the vast-army of 
officials, teachers and other salaried 
groups which are slowly starving and 
preparing the way for another Austria. 

‘or it is only from that angle that 
decay in Europe could result—a vast 
jarmy @f malcontents’ who lost the*pur- 
chasing power of their savings and their 
salaries. \The German business man, on 
the other hand, can do business with the 
mark at eight one-hundredths of a cent, 
| just as he did business with the mark 

at 23 cents or at 2 cents. In fact, he 
is more and more using the Swiss franc. 
| The recent increase in the note circula- 
ition of the Swiss National Bank is 
| directly traceable to this new tendency. 
|} In fact, if the mark were to advance, 
he would be similarly’ embarrassed as 
|}sugar beet growers in Czechoslovakia 
jlast week when the crown advanced 20 
| per cent. and threw the whole industry 
into a panic. 

| While our national wealth as well as 
|that of England and Germany consists 
| primarily of physical assets, the wealth 
lof France consists primarily in the in- 
| debtedness of other countries to France. 
| France, a small, country of relatively 
|small resources and small population, 
| grew rich on the principle that if a man 
could have deposited a cent at the time 
{of Christ his wealth would now exceed 
|that of Rockefeller. It speculated 
{on the principle of compound interest 
‘and lost because the principal was 
‘largely invested in three bankrupts— 
| Russia, Turkey and Mexico. To this 
| might eventually be added Germany, for 
/the French budget balances only to the 
|}extent of 51 per cent. unless the Ger- 
man reparations are forthcoming. 

This, then, is the situation: Since the 
'mark speculator has learned his lesson, 
| he will make no further advances and 
| Germany cannot, therevore, continue to 
jmake huge gold payments to France, 
{There remain payments in kind, contri- 
| butions of labor and the raising of a 
|large loan secured bya first Hen on 
| German industrial plants. The last item 
| appears as the most promising way out; 

for very large payments in kind would 
| annihilate the French domestic mer- 

chandise market and would require 
| further activity on the part of the Ger- 
|man printing presses to finance these 
| deliveries. As to contributions of labor, 
| these it would be hard to capitalize; for 
| what France needs is cash to pay in- 
terest on its loans. A German loan, ex- 
{ternal or internal, seems, therefore, the 
| best way out, although it should have 
| been forced long ago in place of raising 
| money by selling worthless paper marks. 

In addition, idle German balances 
{abroad should be taxed so heavily by 
{the respective countries as to force their 

withdrawal. 
| Short of such or similar measures, we 
i|may live to see the spectacle of beth 
Germany anf France going the way of 
Austria; not quite as bad, but suffictent- 
ly serious to affect our own position. We 
have today an enlarged plant capacity 
in America which makes it imperative 
that we export at least 20 per cent. of 
our output. It would be bad business to 
losé some of our customers in Europe, 
quite aside from moral considerations. 

Unfortunately, what we lack today is 


a clear grasp of the economic situation. 
If our schoo's would give children train- 
i in economics, instead of teaching 
them about Caesar crossing the Rubicon, 
our workmen would perhaps appreciate 
that during a period of depression they 
should receive lower wages for the same 
reason that business men make smaller 
profits. But what can we expect of our 
workmen when their employers erect a 
huge’ tariff wall at the very time when 
Europe owes us billions of dollars which 
}it can only pay in merchandise?

Hold Advance Into Germany Is 
Easiest Way Qut of Nation’s 
Financial Plight. 


AIM TO ASSURE THE FUTURE 


Reparations at Best, It Is Be- 
lieved, Can Bring Little 
Real Relief. 


COULD DOM:‘NATE EUROPE 


Germany Seen as Ripe for Disinte- 
gration Under Shock of Great 
French Movement.

Throughout ‘the occupied area I find a 
much less academic and more practical 
view of these possibilities. 


ated to the idea that there will be much 
eloquent talk back and forth but noth- 
ing more. It is.in this arca, however, 
that any aggressive French policy will 
be translated into action. Here one 
constantly encounters discussion 
troops to be moved and supplies to be 
requisitioned. 

After all is said and done, whatever 
may be the amount that France can get 
from reparations—even if it is 52 per 
cent. of the 132,000,000,000 of the Lon- 
don protocol—it wil make but a small 
impression on the huge debt of France. 


And if the total should be boiled down | 


to 66.000,000,000,.or what is more hke:y 
an annuity of 3,000,000,000, the French 
Share would be scarcely 10. per cent. of 
the national] debt and France would 
still be faced with a situation of tre- 
mendous. difficulty. 


The Real Road to Nermalcy. 


Of course well-informed people 
known all the time that French recovery 
was not attainable solely through pay- 
ments by Germany. They have known 
perfectly well that the real road to nor- 
malcy is through hard work and col- 
lection of tax arrears, that the French 
agricultural classes are rich, but that 
any Government that attempted to press 
collection of taxes in advance of a set- 
tlement by Germany would find it im- 

ossible to stay in power. The 


Germany has paid. 

With this alternative confronting the 
politicians at Paris it is argued that a 
more drastic method of meeting the sit- 
uation jis not so unreasonable as it 
might be regarded on the other side of 
the Atlantic. The seizure of the Ruhr 
would give France a considerable meas- 
ure of temporary relief in balancing her 
budget. Furthermore, with the Ruhr, 
the Polish portion of Upper Silesia and 
the Sarre, France would have an indus- 
trial domination of Europe that con- 
ceivably might solve her fiscal prob- 
lems. Conérol-of these coal fields means 
control of the lifé of the Continent. 

It must be remembered that France is 
a country in desperate financial straits, 
holding in her hands an effective, ready 
instrument with which to cut a way out. 
She has a magnificent, well-organized 
army, superior in fighting power to all 
the other armies of Europe put together. 
Foch can press the button and this great 
military machine will move forward 
without resistance. Once it started mov- 
ing it is wery doubtful indeed whether it 
could be stopped at the eastern boundary 
of the Ruhr. 

On the west the rich Rhineland 
prize to be had for the taking. It is 
generally loyal to Germany as long as 
Germany stands up, but if dismember- 
ment were imminent the disloyal ele- 
ments in the Rhineland would naturally 
increase. Bavaria can hardly be con- 
sidered safe for Germany if something 
like a general break-up should come. 
Indeed, the strain of the last three or 
four years has developed many shaky 
points in the Reich which would give 
way at the shock of a great French 
movement 

On the Rhine these dangers are much 
more sensitively felt than in the allied 
capitals. It is recognized that from a 
strictly French standpoint, having re- 
gard both to present necessities and 
future security against German strength, 
a good argument can be made for mili- 
tary action. French officers point out 
that if France now uses her resources 
boldly she has at least a chance to 
establish herself 
of the Continent and make sure against 
industrial and military domination by 
Germany fw the future. On the other 
hand,.if she contents herself. with what 
ehe can get from Germany she faces 
bankruptcy and possible revolution in 
seme form at home within a short time 
and in the future utter helplessness 
egainst Germany. 

The argument that France's allies and 
America would suffer by separate action 
by France in her own, interest does not 
rrake a strong appeal to French ears. 
The plea that France is in a position 
now to take drastic action only through 
the help given her in the. war by her 
allies has become mwnotonous in view 
of France’s difficulties and the means 
at hand to solve those difficulties by 
force. 


America Stull Has Influence. 
Whether Mr. Lloyd 
America. will, interpose 
France remains to be seen. The French 


will not hearken to Liloyvd George.

Ferd Plant Changes to Oil 
As F uel in Coal Shortage 


DETROIT, Aug. 22.—Owing to 
the shortage of coal, the ford Mo- 
tor Company's Highland Park plant 
has beeh equipped with oil burners, 
it was announced today. The 
change was made without loss of 
time to any of the 42,000 employes. 

The Ford Compeny, it is under- 
stood, has placed orders for 12,000,- 
000 gallons of fuel oil. Before in- 
stalling oil burners, coke screenings 
and other fuel were tried out but 
found unsatisfactory. 

The oil burners have been placed 
in all the boilers, of which there are 
fourteen, Whether they will be 
continued in use after the fuel 
shortage has passed has not been 
definitely determined.

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RELIEF FOR CUBA 


State Department Announces 
That Outlook for Reforms 
Is Now Good. 


PLEASED WITH CROWDER 


His Success In Dealing With Of- 
ficilals Belleved to Have Pre- 
vented Intervention. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—Recent cri- 
tical reports concerning American par- 
| ticipation in Cuban governmental affairs 
were responsible for the action of the 
State Department this evening in issu- 
ing a formal statement explaining the 
efforts being made at Havana, with 
the co-operation of Major General 
Enoch H,. Crowder, President Harding’s 
personal Tepresentative, to bring about 
a satisfactory solution of Cuba's 
troubles. 

The most recent development has been 
the charge in the United States Senate 
during the debate on the tariff bill 
passed Saturday that Senator Reed 
Smoot, of Utah, principal advocate of 
a high duty to protect American-grown 
beet sugar, had proposed to General 
Crowder that if Cuba would confine 
sugar production to 2,500,000 tons an- 
nually the tariff bill would provide a 
lower preferential rate on importations 
of Cuban sugar into the United States. 

This charge aroused intense interest 
in Cuba and a bitter campaign of crit- 
{clami is in progress. The tariff bill 
gives Cuban sugar imports a preferen- 
tial rate, but not so low as that said to 
have been proposed by Senator Smoot 
under the alleged stipulation that Cuban 
sugar production should be curtailed. 


Crowder’s Work Approved. 


General Crowder has come in for crit- 
icism from those who are resentful of 
the effort of this Government to bring 
order out of the Cuban governmental 


and economic chaos, but President 
Harding and Secretary Hughes have 
every confidence in his judgment, tact 
and ability, and are greatly pleased over 
the manner in which he has helped 
President Zayas and other officers of 
the Cuban Government to overcome 
me difficulties and put Cuba on her 
eet.

Divorcement of Two Concerns. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—The Federal 
Trade Commission today directed Swift 
& Co. of Chicago to divest itself of all 
the capital stock of the Moulirie Pack- 
ing Company of Moultrie, Ga., and the 
Andalusia Packing Company of Anda- 
lusia, Ala., on the ground that the 
acquisition of the stock was in violation 
of the Clayton act. 
The commission found, it was an- 
nounced, that Swift & Co. in 1917 ac- 
quired by purchase practically the en- 
tire outstanding capital stock of the 
Moultrie and Andalusia concerns which, 
it was alleged, resulted in substantial 
lessening of competition between these 
two companies and their competitors.

a PACKING HOUSE MERGER CLOTHINGUNIONRESTRAINED| SHOWS WIDE GAP 


IN PRODUCE PRICES 


Association Secretary Says Farm- 
er Gets as Little as One- 
Twelfith of Retail Figures. 


William L. Hundertmark, executive 
secretary of the New York Market 
Gardeners’ Association, declared yester- 
day that although the farmers who are 
supplying New York wholesale markets 


with fresh fruit and vegetables are not 
getting the cost of production out of the 
major portion of their crops, there is 
but little’ reduction in the retail prices. 
He added that the assortiation last 
week made a survey of conditions, re- 
vealing a wide price guif between the 
producer and the consumer. 

** Tomatoes retailing at 5 to 7 cents 
a pound,”’ he said, ‘‘ when farmers have 
had to take less than 1 cent a pound for 
this crop in twenty-quart baskets; let- 
tuce selling at 6, 10 and 12 cents a head, 
whicl» brought the grower only 25 cents 
a erate, or 1 cent a head; cabbage re- 
tailing at 10 to 15 cé@énts a head that 
the farmer sold for 3 to 6 cents, many 
being sold for 1 cent a head—these are 
some of the price comparisons which 
any amateur investigator can uncover. 
They are average conditions for the 
last few days in the New York whole- 
sale markets. 

** But these figures by no means rep- 
resent the ebb tide of prices paid the 
farmers. One morning last week a Long 
Island truck farmer closed out his load 
of No. 2 potatoes at 50 cents a bushel. 
This. price did not pay for the cost of 
Another farmer brought 
inge. load of beets. The best price-he 
could get was $3 for 1,000 bunches—less 
than one-third of a cent a bunch. Yet 
those same beets were undoubdtedly re- 
tailed by hucksters and dealers at from 
five to six cents a bunch.”’ 

Mr. Hundertmark declared that these 
conditions prove that there is something 
radically wrong with the city end of 
marketing farm products and that it is 
to remedy these conditions that the 


farmers have organized.

200 FOREIGN BUYERS HERE 





Officiate of Exposition Surprised at 
Interest Shown—Exhibitors 
Start Checking Up. 





Lew Hahn, Managing Director of the 
National Merchandise Fair, which is 
now in its third and last week at the 
Grand Central Palace and the Seventy- 
first Regiment Armory, announced yes- 
terday that at the next fair, which is 
Planned for 1923, there will be a spe- 
celal effort made to interest buyers from 
foreign countries in the American mar- 
ket. In this connection an export com- 
mittee will be formed which will have 
charge of a booth on the main floor, 

here information regarding rates of 
exchange and other problems peculiar 
to trade with other lands will be avail- 
able to exhibitors and buyers. 

*““In our preliminary work for the next 
fair,” said Myr. Hahn, ‘‘we are going 
to try and make a special effort to 
bring foreign buyers to the United 
States. This year nothing was done 
along that line and foreigners heard of 
the-fair only through publicity and 
advertising. Under the circumstances 
the large number of foreign buyers who 
have registered is remarkable. From 
their presence we can realize that for- 
eigners are not only eager to compare 
American 6 and prices, but they 
want to buy in the United States. 

Mr. Hahn called attention to the fact 
that more than two hundred buyers 
from countries outside of the United 
States have registered as visitors to 
the fair during the twelve days it has 
been open. The following countries are 
included in this registration: China, 
Egypt, Austria, England, France, Hol- 
land, Poland, “Ireland, Sweden, Switzer- 
land, Australia, West Indies,. Cuba, 
Hawaii, New Zealand, Philippines, In- 
dia, Porto Rico, Newfoundland, Canada, 
Honduras, Mexico, Chile, Colombia, 
Heuador, Peru, Brazil and Venezuela, 


Export Booth at Next Fair. 


The decision to install an export hooth 
at the nexf fair came after the visit of 
P. Levy of Guayaquil, Ecuador. Mr. 
Levy said that he had been in the habit 
of attending similar exhibitions in 
Hurope and that hé- traveled to New 
York to be present at the first American 
fair. He expressed himself as delighted 


with the exhibits and with the variety 
and extent of the merchandise shown. 
In making inquiries at the booths re- 
poning sales to foreign countries, Mr. 
vy said he learned that many of the 
exhibitors were unfamillar with the in- 
tricacies of foreign trade. Accordingly, 
he dropped a hint to several manufac- 
turers suggesting that they were over- 
looking what might be a splendid field 
of opportunity. This hint was duly con- 
veyed to the management of the fair 
and it was decided to act on Mr. Levy’s 
criticism. . 
It was announced yesterday that at- 
tendance at the fair showed a slight 
decrease as compared with the daily 
average. However, it was asserted that 
business had continued brisk notwith- 
standing the diminished volume. It is be- 
lieved that this last week has been a

TELLS OF TUITION COST, TOO 


Court Reserves Decision on Allmony 
Award Pending Decision In 
Divorce Sult. 


Justice Mitchell May, in the Supreme 
Court in Brooklyn, yesterday reserved 
decision on the application of Mrs. Hil- 
dure Sterne of Beechurst, Queens, for 
a confirmation of the report of Special 
Referee Allan S. Locke awarding her 
$75 a week alimony, $750 counsel fee 
and $500 for expenses pending the trial 
of her suit for divorce from Norman 
R. Sterne. 

In her complaint Mrs. Sterne says 
that her husband is the head of a firm 
dealing in surplus army supplies and 
that the firm has an income in excess 
of $1,000,000 a year. Mrs. Sterne states: 

‘*My husband spent more than $43,600 
in one single year on Helen Meyers. In 
addition to this amount, he also paid 
for her tuition when she attended, 
school. his woman was formerly a 
chorus girl. She has received handsome 
jowelry and valuable gifts from my hus- 
band, who has, in addition, pald most 
of her hotel bills and has footed the 
bills for her chauffeurs and other at- 
tendants. 

‘“*The amount which will be given me 
by the referee's report is wholly inade- 
quate for my needs,’’ Mrs. Sterne con-' 
tinued. ‘‘I have positive information 
that my husband and Helen Meyers 
were together In a number of Kuropean 
cities and that they registered as man 
and wife in a number of Parisian and! 
Manhattan hotels.”’ 

Among the papers of Mrs. Sterne pre- | 
sented to the Court is a letter alleged by 
her to have been written by an employe 
of her husband to the latter. She -as- | 
serts that the employe was engaged by | 
her husband to ‘‘spy’’ on her, and, 
while pretending to sympathize with her, | 
to find out just how much she knew of 
her husband’s alleged actions and to! 
inform him about it.
